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Advocates say | Upland News readers asked 
clogging better 


than jogging

Western cloggers, Western 
wear and Western music filled 
the free speech area of Chaffey 
College last Thursday ina 
Western Jamboree. 

Four cloggers from three 
different clogging groups 
around Southern California 
entertained the crowd witha 
dance form that evolved more 
thanhundreds of years. 

Marcia Rice of Bloomington, 
one of the cloggers who 
performed at the noon-hour 
event, said clogging has arich 
heritage. 

“We consider it one of the 
true American folk dance 
forms,” she said. 


The dance style originated in 
the Appalachian Mountains, the 
settling place of British, Irish 
and Scottish immigrants, she 
said. 


The individual cultures 
merged their different forms of 
dance, to create flat-footin’, or 
step-dancing, the forefathers of 
tap dancing. 


Tap-dancing branched off 
from clogging and tap-dancing 
became the more refined of the 
two. 


Cloggers carry their weight 
on their heels, where tap- 
dancers carry it on the balls of 
their feet. 


In the early 1900s, cloggers 
started dancing in unison, and 
the term “‘precision clogging” 
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was coined, Rice said. 

Clogging has grown in 
popularity since then, drawing 
fitness fanatics and people who 
just want to have good, clean 
fun. 


Clogging, Rice said, is better 
than jogging. 


Kathy Mitchell of Rancho 
Cucamonga, who works in the 
math learning center at Chaffey 
College, belongs to a clogging 
group based in Pasadena. 
Mitchell and her husband Loren 
danced at the Western 
Jamboree. 


Clogging is for yuppies, too, 
Mitchell said. 


“People who don’t know 
anything about it get into it and 
expect to find all hillbillies,” 
she said. 


Twelve-year-old Candy 
Leatherman of Hesperia joined 
in the dance demonstration 
with Rice and the Mitchells. 


She said she has been 
dancing for 3% years, because 
it’s fun. 


As for Rice, she teaches 
clogging and travels all over the 
country clogging.

SACH looking 
at mental health 
facility growth

A $6 million expansion to San 
Antonio Community Hospital's 
mental health facility is on the 
drawing board. 

Ronald L. Sackett, president 
of the Upland hospital, said 
SACH intends to add 18 beds for 
adolescent inpatients and 
another 20 beds for its alcohol 
and chemical dependency 
program. 

The city still must hold public 
hearings on the project — which 
has not been submitted to the 
planning department yet — 
before the expansion is 
approved, Sackett said. 

He anticipates it will be ‘“‘six 
months to clear that hurdle”’ 
before construction begins. 
Hospital officials already have 
met with city planners on the 
project. 

“We don’t want to be 
disruptive to the neighborhood 
as we change our campus,” the 
president said. 

The existing mental health 
center has 50 beds and is 
located in the southwest portion 
of the hospital. The facility 
would expand to the west, 
toward Ninth Avenue.

ordinance compelled his clients 
to participate in the arbitration 
without their consent and called 
it unconstitutional. 

He also said the law did not 
provide him with the names of 
witnesses and their depositions 
in advance. He won the 
restraining order on that basis. 

But the judge disagreed with 
Talley last week, saying Upland’s 
rent control ordinance ‘“‘meets 


the constitutional test in my 
mind.” He said the law was “‘fair 
and impartial” and allowed both 
parties to have due process. 


Talley argued that the 
arbitration hearings were in fact 
judicial proceedings and 
therefore he was entitled to the 
list of witnesses who will be 
called to testify in arbitration 
beforehand.
